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France Eyes 
Six-Nation 


Trial Army 


PARIS, Dec. 25—(4)—France is 
considering making a proposal for 
trial union with five other West 
European countries as a means 
of getting a European . defense 


army started. 

The proposal, still in the al- 
most-ready stage, would permit 
what America wants most just 
now—the formation of German 
fighting forces along the frontier 
facing the Russians. The task 
is not easy. 

It is merely the latest gesture 
on the part of the French to get 
a European harness on Germany 
before time and the force of 
events might start the old Reich 
on its old and troublesome way 
alone. 

Basically the French’ want, 
under the plan advanced by Pre- 
mier Pleven, to have an army 
of 43 divisions set up under con- 
trel of an international body. 
And they don’t want any single 
nation, especially Germany, to 
have a private army outside this 
‘control. 

This called for a supra-national 
authority which would have the 
power, working through a Euro- 
pean parliament, to levy taxes, 
direct the formation of the army, 
and determine when and how it 
would fight. 

It was such a monumental pro- 
posal that a number of nations, 
notably England, refused to have 
any part of it. 

But the most recent stumbling 
bleck was the insistence by Bel- 
gium that it be allowed to con- 
tribute certain forces to the Euro- 
pean army but keep some for 
itself. 

To France that idea was anath- 
ema. France dies not worry 
about any special army which 
Belgium might hold out. But the 
principle, if approved, would per- 
mit Germany to contribute a few 
divisions to ‘the European army 
and at the same time build up an 
army of its own, independent of 
supra-national authority. 

Now, France is examining seri- 
ously the possibility of asking 
West Germany, Italy, Belgium, the 
Netherlands and Luxembourg to 
enter the army on a trial basis 
for one to three years. To get the 
thing started, she may be willing 
to permit each country to reserve 
the right to withdraw its forces. 
Also, she might be ready to let 
each nation finance its own con- 
tribution to the European army 
during the trial period.

Waste Laid 
To Army 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 25—(4)— 
The Army was accused of “in- 
excusable and indefensible waste” 
Tuesday in a report by the Sen- 
ate preparedness subcommittee. 

The Senate watchdog group said 
the Army, largest of armed forces, 
had been wasting scarce manpow- 
er by “endlessly repeating train- 
ing cycles” for some of its organ- 
ized -units. 

It also criticized “unnecessary 
use of scare and strategic alumi- 
num” for repairing some little- 
used Army buildings. 

And the group, as it has before, 
noted that thousands of combat- 
fit soldiers and officers are doing 
“chair corps” jobs that could be! 
ably handled by “limited-service, 
female military or civilian per- 
sonnel.” 

Along with this criticism came 
some praise for the Army’s top 
civilian chief, Secretary Pace, for 
initiating a program to _ instill 
“cost consciousness” among both 
soldiers and officers. 

This means teaching privates 
and generals how much their 
guns, tanks and other equipment 
and supplies actually cost the tax- 


payers in hopes they will be less 
wasteful. 

The report said both officers and 
Army civilians now are graded 
“upon their ability and interest in 
economizing.” 

These grades go into the effi- 
ciency reports and ratings con- 
sidered as a basis for promotions. 

“That is good and we commend 
the secretary and the Army,” the 
report said. 

Chairman Johnson (Dem.-

said the committee “is highly 
pleased that Secretary Frank Pace 
has launched a well-planned cam-

UN Claims Reds Force 
Prisoners to Fight; 
Demands Internment

MUNSAN, Korea, Wednes- 
day, Dec. 26—(AP)—The 
United Nations command de- 
manded Christmas Day that 
the Communists return to 
prisoner status thousands of 
captured South Korean troops 
who, it charged, were forced 
into the Korean Red army 
after retraining in Manchuria. 

The Communists contended they 
had “re-educated” and released 
“many, many prisoners” and that 
the charge was a “false rumor.” 

It was the first time the Allies 
charged the Reds with taking UN 
prisoners outside of Korea. 

The accusation—one of the most 
serious yet leveled against the 
Reds—apparently blasted what 


little hope remained that a truce 
accord could be reached by Thurs- 
day. At that time a 30-day trial 
period for reaching an armistice 
comes to an end. 

Last Nov. 27 the UN and Com- 
munist delegates drew a cease- 
fire line across Korea, based on 
the battle line. They agreed this 
would be the permanent line if 
an armistice were signed within 
30 days. If not, negotiations would 
continue and a new cease-fire line 
reflecting any battle gains would 
be drawn just before an armistice 
is signed. This raised the threat of 
renewed heavy fighting.

Separate subcommittees of the 
armistice delegations scheduled 
sessions again at 11 a.m. Wednes- 
day on prisoner exchange and 
truce supervision.

(Even the reds admitted in a 
Peiping radio broadcast there was 
no hope of reaching an agreement 
by Thursday. The broadcast quoted 
the Peiping Peoples Daily as say- 
ing “it appears impossible to end 
negotiations by Dec, 27”. 

(The red paper, official organ 
of the Chinese Communist party, 
blamed the Allies for dragging out 
talks by treating the question of 
prisoner exchange “frivolously.” 
The broadcast was heard in San 
Francisco.) 

R-Adm. R. E. Libby, handling 
the UN side of prisoner exchange 
problems, leveled the prisoner 
coercion charge at North Korean 
Maj. Gen. Lee Sang Cho. 

Pressing for an accounting of 
more than 50,000 Allied soldiers

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Communism Continues to Lose Ground 


The Allied world is becoming stronger. 
Allied leaders confidently believe today that 
should Russia attack in Western Europe, she 
can be held at the Rhine. The plan unfolds. 
By Christmas, 1952, General Eisenhower's 
forces should be much stronger than today.

Superiority in trained and equipped ground 
forces is becoming less. 

A year ago the United States had only 
40,000 troops in Europe. Today the figure 
is over 200,000 combat effectives. The Brit- 
ish have over 100,000. General Eisenhower's 
plans for a combined European army, includ- 
ing German units are taking shape.

That’s where Russia comes in. The Reds 
may upset the apple cart by agreeing sud- 
denly to the unification of East and West 
Germany on West German terms in order 
to defeat European unification.

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Georgia Wages Set 
An All-Time High 


Wages paid to Georgia workers in 1951 
have set an all-time record. 

Ben T. Huiet, commissioner of labor, has 
revealed that payrolls under the Georgia Em- 
ployment Security Law insurance were 76 
per cent greater than in 1946. 

Mr. Huiet says that wages paid to insured 
workers by Georgia employers in 1946, the 
first year following World War II, amounted 
to $894,000,000. The total in 1951 will ex- 
ceed $1,575,000,000 — approximately double 
the figure of five years ago. 

Mr. Huiet and other experts view the 
coming year with optimism, with wages and 
employment continuing at a high level. 
There will be some dislocations brought about 
by the defense program, but these will dis- 
appear as the defense effort absorbs the 
slack brought about by material shortages in 
other lines. - 

The increase in Georgia payrolls is at- 
tributed to a greatly increased labor force. 
Approximately 845,000 persons are now em- 
ployed by firms making reports under the 
Georgia Employment Security Law, repre- 
senting a gain of 125,000 since 1946. Of 
course, there are many thousands of addi- 
tional workers not covered by the law, thou- 
sands of self-employed and_ professional 
people. 

The increased number of workers in in- 
dustry reveals the tremendous growth of 
Georgia as an industrial state. The huge pay- 
roll reveals the progress the state is making 
toward achieving a proper economic balance 
in agriculture and other endeavors.

This, of 
course, wouldn’t worry the French, who will 
possess as allies and as a buffer the part of 
Germany which holds the key to any suc- 
cessful coalition of the West against Russia 
and her satellites. 

Let us remember that since their ear- 
liest days, the Soviet Reds have openly pro- 
claimed their intention to put the world un- 
der Communist rule. After the Second 
World War, they quickly capitalized on the 
weariness of a war-torn world and extended 
their power over vast areas. | 

Almost too late, the West struck back. 
The Truman doctrine drove communism out 
of Greece and strengthened Turkey; ECA en- 
abled Western Europe to make an amazing 
recovery; Western Europe is getting together 
as it never has before—politically, economi- 
cally and in defense; the North Atlantic 


_ Treaty has offered considerable military se- 


curity; Yugoslavia’s desertion to the West, 
and the Schuman proposal for a unification 
of heavy industry in the West—all have been 
failures for Russia. Chiang Kai-shek’s in- 
eptitude threw China to Moscow, but except 
for this, Russia is steadily losing ground in 
Asia. 

Communism has not yet been defeated. 
It has been stopped and is losing ground. 
During the crucial year, 1952, the free world 
must move relentlessly forward to remove 
for all time the threat of Communist slavery 
—held in abeyance for a generation, only to 
burst forth in full bloom at our first sign of 
weakness.

A guinea, like the American

offered the Democratic nomination by President Truman during 
their White House conference at the time. the European com- 
mander returned to the United States on a brief mission. 


‘Others followed from Euro- 
pean sources that the general 
had definitely decided to give 
up his military post by the end 
of February in order to openly 
seek the Republican nomina- 
tion. 


More recently, the Times 
had another semisensational 
story from ite London corre-

@ representing Eisenhower as 


prepared to forego all presi- 
dential ambitions and remain 
at the head of NATO forces 
in Europe if Prime Minister 
Winston Churchill would give 
assurance of full British co- 
operation in building up the 
defenses of Western Europe.

general giving the Democrats a 
definite “No” and the Republi- 
can a positive “Yes” on over- 
tures for the presidency.

There 
are more registered Democrats 
in the country than Republicans 
and the obvious conclusion is 
that he could be more readily 
elected as a Democrat than as 
a Republican. It just doesn’t 
make sense that a man with 
presidential ambitions would 
flatly reject such a proposal, 
particularly when there is no 
assurance of him eapturing the 
other nomination. 

The truth of the matter seems 
to be that most of the Ejisen- 
hower stories come entirely in 
the field of speculation, rather 
than being based on fact or au- 
thentic information. It will 
probably continue this way un- 

til the general has his say. So 
far as anything he has done or 
said openly to date, he might 
wind up as either the Republi- 
can or the Democratic nominee 
—or even both nominations. 

In the meantime, it is wise 
to sprinkle down with salt 
every new story that comes out 
about his plans. To a certain 
extent, the same thing applies 
to the speculation over Mr. 
Truman’s plans.

HE members of the International Policy Com- 

mittee of the United Steelworkers of America, 
CIO, have directed me to call a special International 
Convention of the organization on January 3, 1952, 
because of the seriousness of the situation which con- 
fronts the Union. The Policy Committee has also 
reiterated the fundamental position of the Union 
against working in the absence of a contract. 


Unfortunately, due to the industry’s refusal to bar- 
gain with us in good faith, it now appears that a 
strike at midnight on December 31, 1952, will be un- 
avoidable. We still-hope and believe that such a

dustry will get down to business and bargain out a 
reasonable settlement with us. The prospect of a 
strike is unfortunate because the workers in the steel 
industry, proud of their tremendous production 
achievements, would prefer no interruption, and be- 
cause a truly sincere effort by the executives of U. 
S. Steel and other major producers in the basic steel 
industry to conclude agreements with our Union, 
would result in uninterrupted production during this 
great national emergency.

UT it takes two parties to make a bargain. The 

Steelworkers Union cannot sign a contract alone. 
The United Steelworkers of America-has been tryin} 
to engage in collective bargaining with U. S. Steel 
Corporation and other companies since November 27, 
During these past three weeks the steel industry has 
made no constructive, realistic effort to talk with us 
concerning the very real economic problems of the 


several hundred thousand members of our Union 


who are employed in that great industry. 


There has been no honest bergaining by the 
companies. Rather, they have been engaged in 
our joint conferences in a callous filibuster and 
a stubborn refusal to engage in the give-and-take 
which would result in a solution of our common 
problems—a solution that would benefit the na- 
tion, the industry and the welfare of the mem- 
bers of this Union.

HE time is overdue for more frank and honest 

discussion at the collective bargaining table and 
less circulation by the industry of preposterous ru- 
mors about our demands. For example, an industry 
spokesman has maintained that it would take six 
months to negotiate merely the non-economic aspects 
of our expiring contracts. This statement is non- 
sensical. From our past experience the industry well 
knows that if fts representatives were ready to reach 
agreement on the economic issues we could wrap up 
our agreement on the other matters well before the 
expiration of our present contracts. 


Steel workers are very conscious of the importance 
of these negotiations. Steel is the basic product of 
our industrial economy and of the defense effort. 
The American public deserves, and should know at 
first hand, the demands we/have raised and the rea- 
son we believe they are fully justified in this year 
of international crisis.

Our demands for higher wages are designed 
to provide overdue protection against the effects of 
past inflation.

In both 1950 and 1951, the 
industry lobby was largely succesful in preventing 
the writing of a law that would have prevented the 
steady rise in prices.

HE buying power of the steel worker’s dollar has 

steadily decreased. In addition, his wages do not 
adequately reflect the great rise in the productivity 
and progress of the steel industry in which steel 
workers have played so primary a role. 


The’ steel corporations with which we have been

weeks are affluent and prosperous corporations. 
Their profits are most substantial. Their plants are 
being expanded, in virtually every case through spe- 
cial tax advantages from the government and the tax 
payers of the United States. Their production of steel 


products is at a record peak—above, in fact, the rated 


capacity of the industry. 


The members of the Steelworkers Union are 
proud of that productive achievement, which has 
contributed so much to the strength of the 
world’s democratic forces in the struggle against 
communism and Soviet-inspired aggression. 


We believe we are entitled on these merits to 
a square deal on wages from the companies, We 
ask for no more; we will take no less.

UST as the machinery and equipment of the steel 
industry must be, and constantly is being, mod- 
ernized, so we are also asking that conditions under 


. which our members work, be likewise brought up to 


date. The industry is operating under 1947 working 
conditions; our present contracts have not been re- 
negotiated with respect to non-wage matters for 
nearly five years. Many of these working practices 
are obsolete and their modernization is necessary if 
the workers and the industry are to continue to keep 
setting production records. We refer, in this con- 
nection, to such matters as safety conditions; protec- 
tion for the older and more experienced workers; 
safeguards against discrimination; improved fringe 
benefits; appropriate overtime eompensation; and 
proper planning for the most efficient scheduling of 
work to alleviate the dangers of future unnecessary 
and avoidable unemployment. In asking for these 
things the workers in steel are merely requesting 
that they be accorded substantially the same protec- 
tions that are generally prevalent throughout Amer- 
ican industry.

The figure that dominated the fears of the Jewish cap- 


tives was Nebuchadnezzar II, 

That mouth-filling name meant 
a man who would protect the 
boundaries, and Nebuchadnezzar 
lived up to his name. Though he 
had - left Jerusalem in ruins, the 
king was neverth.’ess a mighty 
builder, a proud-and ambitious 
tyrant. 

Seizing Jews and carrying them 
off into exile was a persistent 
practice of Nebuchadnezzar. Re- 
lentlessly until his death in 562 
B.C. he continued to transport 
some 50,000 men with their fam- 
ilies to Babylon, selecting the 
strongest and handsomest and 
most intelligent. Among these 
were four most extraordinary 
youths; and the greatest of the 
four was Daniel, whose name 
meant “God is my judge.” He was 
the fourth major prophet. His 
three companions were Hananiah, 
Mishael and Azariah. After they 
had been picked for indoctrina- 
tion, they were given Babylonian 
names; Daniel became Belteshaz- 
zar, and the other three were 
called Shadrach, Meshach and 
Abednego. 

And soon Daniel began to find, 
like Joseph of old, a genius for 
visions and the interpretation of 


the king of Babylon. 

The king was impressed 
with this power and before long 
it was called into important use, 
when the king was haunted by a 
nightmare which could not be 
clearly remembered. 

Daniel and his three friends fell 
to praying together for a revela- 
tion of the vanished dream.

, Clarke, Elmer Flick, Bill Bradley, on and on. 

After Cobb had led the league nine years in a row, he had a | 
minor slump. In 1916 he hit only .371—with the dead ball. Speaker | 
moved up to .386 that year. He kept Cobb from leading his league 
13 years in a row, for Cobb promptly took charge again. 


“More About Speaker 


I’ll tell you a little more about Speaker. I’m not trying to pick 
Speaker over DiMaggio. I’m trying to slip in the facts. 
Both Speaker and DiMaggio were among the most graceful 
ballplayers of all time. But neither was a Cobb or a Ruth for

They played in different eras. 
<271. Speaker’s was .306. These points are made to show how dif- 
ficult it would be to evict the Bald Eagle from his eyrie. 

As great an outfielder as DiMaggio was, you could point to 
no star and rate him over Speaker who could go far back or 
come far in to make unbelievable plays. 
In the matter of rugged physical qualities, Speaker again was 
far in the lead. DiMaggio had a. career of 1,736 games. War and 
injuries cut him down. Speaker played 2,789 games—below Ty 
Cobb’s mark, but close to the all-time top. 

It must be said that, in addition to being brilliant, graceful all- 
‘around stars, both were fine sportsmen. They were among the all- 
time leaders. But Speaker still holds his ranking with Cobb and Ruth.

“something like an embellished storage bin.” 

It is not that Miss Drake balks at her work on a personal level. 
It is simpiy that she is a sort of international decorator, and she 
gets home to her flat in Mexico City only about one day per year. 
In the interim, she ships treasures to her apartment from all over 
the world, and they are becoming the “dusty dreams” of her future. 


“Someday,” remarks Pam, 
when she’s in a wistful mood, “I 
shall have a fabulous house, It 
will be as functional as an air- 
plane, as plush as a luxury hotel 
and as big as a terminal!” 

Miss Drake talks in such tech- 
nological terms, because these 
are the things she decorates— 
airplanes, hotels and _ airlines 
terminals. 

JOB EXTRAORDINARY 


With one of the most extraor- 


dinary jobs in the U. S.—official 
designer for Pan-American Air- 
ways—she has converted planes 
into flying parlors from Buenos 
Aires to Fairbanks. 

Her job takes her so far be- 
yong the aesthetic and some- 
times cockeyed leanings of the 
high-priced, high-toned New 
York decorators that she has the 
respect of all her cohorts in the 
mostly men’s world around her 
career. 

Pam has a philosophy of dec- 
oration. ... 

“You make a place so com- 
fortable,” she says, “that if 
you’re going to bump your head 
it doesn’t look like it would real- 
ly hurt.” 

That, in a broad psychological 
sense, is as good a theory for a 
home as it is for a strato-clipper. 

Pam grew high in her feeling 
for comfort-plus-beauty at an 
early age. 

She recalls that when she was 
about 10, living on a farm in 
Jackson, Mon., she quite sud- 
denly realized there was nothing 
particularly beautiful—or com- 
fortable—about her life.

The health commissioner’s ar- 
bitrary statement was character- 
istic of the attitude of most pub- 
lic health authorities and too 
many private medical practition- 
ers. They are ignorant and hence 
afraid to depart from the course 
which they think the public de- 
mands, And the public has been 
thoroughly indoctrinated by just 
such false teachings as that of 
the health commissioner. I do 
not doubt that rabies occurs in 
animals, and I dare not deny 
that it may occur in man, but 
if it does occur in man it is so 
very rare that it would be better 
for public welfare if we ignored 
it.

.guesswork—that is, the micro- 
scopist sees certain cell-like 
artefacts and guesses they are 
“Negri bodies.” If these labora- 
tory diagnoses were even half 
way accurate or reliable, rabies 
would be pandemic. The truth is 
rabies is so rare, if it occurs at 
all in man, that I have never 
seen a case and I know of doc- 
tor who has seen a case. 

In Postgraduate Medicine re- 
cently Dr. Roald Vinnard pro- 
tested against the cauterization 
of dogbites with nitric acid. He 
said ordinary soap and water 
cleansing of such a wound is 
better treatment. No reason why 
dogbite should be treated differ- 
ently than any other flesh 
wound. Dr. Vinnard asked doc- 
tors in health departments, who 
recommend cauterization of dog 
bites, what for. He found that 
many doctors and hospitats cau- 
trize dogbites because they 
think the law requires them to, 
and one nineteenth century hos- 
pital doing business in benight- 
ed Wisconsin still insists on this 
hideous maltreatment of victims 
of dog bite against the soap and 
water treatment advised by the 
enlightened health department.
